Witerary Intelligence. 


NEW YORK TRADE SALE.—Continued from our last. 


Sevento Day, Turspay, lirn. 

This day’s sale was the largest since the commencement, as well as the 
most valuable. The invoice of James B. Smith & Co. should have been 
completed on Monday evening, but consumed some two hours of yesterday 
morning. On its completion the law book contribution of Childs & Peterson, 
of Philadelphia, was taken up. 

Little, Brown & Co., of Boston, also had an invoice of law and other books, 
all of which sold well. Of Bancroft’s History, lines of 25 were offered and 
duplicated to over 500 volumes; lots of 25 would have been taken at 40 cts., 
but the publishers maintained their price of 424 cts., refusing any lower rates. 
John Russell Bartlett's Dictionary of Americanisms, New Edition, 8 vols., 
formed the main feature of the sale, and was largely patronized. British Es- 
sayists, with Prefaces Historical and Biographical, by A. Chalmers, F. 8. A., 
complete in 88 vols., 16mo., sold well at standard prices. The British Poets, 
115 vols., sold at satisfactory prices to the Publishers, and were in some in- 
stances duplicated. 

D. Appleton & Co.’s sale commenced at 14 P. M., and lasted until 11 at 
night. Grace Aguilar’s Works went off at good prices. Over 800 volumes 
of Bryant’s Poems sold, and 169 of Darwin on the Origin of Species. Halleck’s 
complete Poetical Works, in blue and gold, brought full prices for 100 copies. 
Of the Invalid’s Own Book, (by Lady Cust,) 130 copies were sold, 70 of 
“ Johnson’s Chemistry of Common Life.” 136 of Lewes’ Physiology of Common 
Life, 2 vols., and 90 of the same author's Biographical History of Philosophy. 
Ure’s Dictionary of Arts, Manufactures, and Mines was duplicated to 180 
volumes. The illustrated works of Byron, the Poets’ Gallery and Waverley 
Gallery, containing superb steel engravings and bound in rich style, sold to 
the extent of 150 copies at full prices, ranging from $7.50 to $8. Moral Em- 
blems, from Jacob Catz and Robt. Farlie, lined at 5 vols., 60 copies were 
bought at prices ranging from $8 to $9; and the Stratford Gallery was some 
what duplicated. The illustrated holiday books were generally duplicated. 
The Illustrated Standard Poets, and Appletons’ new illustrated cabinet edition 
of the Poets, were in good demand at good prices. Of the new books, ‘‘ Notes 
on Nursing,” by Florence Nightingale, seemed to be the leading feature; 520 
copies were bought. “ Reminiscences of a General Zouave Officer,” a new 
book, created some excitement among buyers, whether from the merits of the 
book itself, (which is a good production,) or thevgeneral furore now existing 
mong military men, on account of a general “ Zouave ” organization now going 
on all over the country, we are unable to tell; but this much is certain, that 
the book sold exceedingly well. The Sacred Works, consisting of Bibles and 
Prayer Books, were generally and largely duplicated, and brought large 
prices. Two lines of Trench’s Works, Notes on the Parables, and 
Trench’s Notes on the Miracles of our Lord, sold to the extent of 250. 
The Latin school and collegiate text-books were duplicated by hundreds. 
Of Ollendorff’s new method of learning French 490 copies were disposed of at 
firm prices. Cornell’s geographies, which this firm prints exclusively, were 
offered in lines of 100s. 1700 copies were sold, and the amount could have 
been duplicated to as many thousands, if the publishers had taken offers of 
4+ cent below the standard prices. Quackenbos’ First Lessons in English Com- 
position was duplicated to 147 copies. The Juvenile Works were well pat- 
ronized, all of them being largely duplicated. Of ‘‘ Uncle John’s ” First and 
Second Book, 414 copies were sold. The last part of the invoice was a 
very extensive and rich collection of stereoscopic slides and instruments. A 
great number of each were bought at good prices. Messrs. Appleton & Co. 
have brought their views to such a perfection that they now sell 12 views and 
a small stereoscope for 25 cents. This last portion of the catalogue would 
have sold a great deal better had not the lateness of the hour taken a large 
number of the buyers to their homes. As it was Messrs. Appleton & Co. 
may congratulate themselves on the great popularity of their trade. 

Messrs. Derby and Jackson were induced to offer two of their popular 
books, “‘Loves and Heroines of the Poets,” by Stoddard, a $12 book, and 
“Women of the South Distinguished in Literature,” a $9 book, as the majority 
of buyers were not in the city when Messrs. D. & J.’s invoice was sold. 

EIGHTH DAY, WEDNESDAY, 127TH. 

After finishing the catalogue of Messrs. D. Appleton & Co., that of My 

Willis P. Hazard, of Philadelphia, was taken up. It consisted of Carlyle’s 
Life of Friedrich Schiller, Young Lady’s Equestrian Manual, Gems of German 
Verse, containing the “Song of the Bell,” by Schiller, with other poems from 
the best German authors, translated by various hands, edited by Rev. W. Ll. 
Furness. The “ Ingoldsby Legends,” “ Catlin’s Indians,” Goldsmith’s “ Vicar 
of Wakefield,” and Mrs, Goodfellow’s “ Complete Cook Book,” sold well. The 
Juvenile Books of Mr. Hazard sold very well, as also the New Toy Books. 
_ dohn E. Beardsley, Auburn, N. Y., contributed not a large but a valuable 
invoice to the catalogue, whieh sold remarkably well. Shakspeare’s Com- 
plete Works, with (copyright) Supplement. The only edition published in 
the United States containing the supplement, which is secured by copyright, 
and cannot be used in other editions, in 1 vol., royal octavo, were dupli- 
cated to 320 copies. Josephus’ complete works were duplicated to 250 copies. 
Of Fleetwood’s “‘ Life of Christ,” 65 copies were sold. The quarto Bibles, and 
other books comprising this invoice, sold well at satisfactory prices. 

Geo, G. Evans, of Philadelphia, supplied 10 pages of the catalogue to the 
sale consisting of standard works, lives and times of distinguished men and 
heroes, The chief features, however, were the new works of Professor In 
graham, consisting of “‘The Sunny South; or, The Southerner at Home ; 
embracing Five Years’ Experience of a Northern Governess in the Land of 
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the Sugar and the Cotton.” “The Prince of the House of David ;” “‘ The Pillar 
of Fire; or, Israel in Bondage ;” “The Throne of David; or, The Rebellion of 
Prince Absalom.” All of these books met with a very large patronage. 

Fowler & Wells’ invoice consisted mainly of Phrenological Works, most 
of which were duplicated. 

D. W. Evans, of New York, had a selected invoice, which sold well. 
(This gentleman bought more than he sold.) 

S. A. Rollo had a large invoice of Albums, which sold well and at good 

rices. The Student’s Bible (quarto), an assortment of serap-books, and a 

new book, entitled “ My Ride to the Barbecue,” were likewise advantageously 
disposed of. 

Whilt & Yost, of Philadelphia, had an invoice exclusively of Bibles, small 


and large, ranging in prices from $4 to $22 per volume. 


NINTH DAY, THURSDAY, 15TH. 

This morning’s sale was commenced with the invoice of C. 8. Francis & 
Co., of New York, who had a great suecess in the sale of their contribution, 

Franeis & Loutrel contributed their blank books and stationery, which 
brought good prices. 

Challen & Son’s catalogue of Standard Historical Works, and others, sold 
well, and were duplicated to some extent. 

Follett, Foster & Co., Columbus, Ohio, contributed the following invoice : 
School-days of Eminent Men, by John Timbs ; Literary and Scientifie Anec- 
dotes; Adela, the Octoroon, by H. L. Hosmer, a new and popular book, 
which was duplicated to some extent ; Mabel, or Heart Histories, by Rosella 
Rice; Erie, or Little by Little, by F. A. Farrar; Morality and the State, by 
Simon Nash; Familiar Forensic View of Men and Law, by R. B. Warden; 
Heroes of the Indian Rebellion, by D. W. Bartlett. 

The catalogue of Swan, Brewer & Tileston, of Boston, was then called, 
and Wm. D. Swan, Esq., the senior partner of the firm, being in the room, 
was enthusiastically called upon to make a speech. The gentleman on as- 
cending the platform spoke in substance as follows: “For a quarter of a 
century my business has been to teach little children how to read, and that 
has been my highest ambition. During that time, I wrote a series, called 
Swan’s Readers, and then went into the book business. I glory in the day 
that I did so. Subsequently I conceived the idea of publishing a ‘ Worces- 
ter’s Quarto Dictionary.’ I have devoted my entire energies to the comple- 
tion of this herculean labor, and now, to-night, I have the pleasure to pre- 
sent to my friends of the book trade the book complete. The work has been 
out only six months, and the sale of it in this short time amounts already to 
over 20,000 copies. When since the creation of the world has there been an 
instance of such suecess in the publication of so high-priced a book?” The 
speaker then went on further in a humorous view, dilating somewhat on his 
school-teaching experience, and relating some funny anecdotes of his early 
days. Mr. Swan was frequently interrupted during his remarks by well- 
merited approbation. ‘The sale of the Dictionaries was then proceeded with, 
Of the large quarto edition, in various styles of binding, 70 copies were sold 
over the line, ranging from 86 to 39. Worcester’s School Dictionary, lined at 
100, 1,050 were sold, and of the Comprehensive Dictionary, 1,119 copies were 
sold. This is a $1 25 book, and the firm of Chase, Nichols & Lill, of Boston, 
purchased 1,000 copies. All the Dictionaries sold at good prices. Hilliard’s 
series of Primary Readers sold to the extent of 285 copies. Of Parley’s Ist, 
2d, and 8d Histories, 2,540 copies were purchased ; 1,500 of these by Chase, 
Nichols & Hill. On the whole, the sale was highly satisfactory to all parties, 
and had it not been that the catalogue was received so very late, the sale 
would have amounted to $10,000; as it was, the proceeds amounted to over 
$3,000. The room, at the time this sale was going on, was but one-fourth 
filled, as a good many buyers had already left for home. A few other small 
and unimportant invoices were disposed of, after which the rights for states 
and machines, of Calvin E. Town’s paging machine, were offered. 


Tae New York Trave Sate.—The “semi-annual trade sale of books,” just 
completed by G. A. Leavitt & Co., was unusually spirited and successful. 
The prices of the leading copyright worksand of the best library editions 
were satisfactory, and the demand seemed to indicate a healthy and prosperous 
state of the trade in nearly every part of the country. Southern dealers were 
perhaps more cautious in their purchases than usual, but the great West is 
evidently w:king up from the depression of the last three years, and was well 
represented among the buyers at this sale. . 

In the course of the proceedings, Mr. William Orton, of the house of W. 
A. Townsend & Co., made some remarks, explaining the omission this season 
of the usual social gathering which is intended to be a part of the programme 
of these assemblies of the book trade in New York. While a difference of 
opinion still prevails in regard to the benefits and evils of the trade sale sys- 
tem, all parties are ready enough to promote one of its objects, viz. : a period- 
ieal re-union of publishers and booksellers, for mutual information and social 
intercourse. Ziis object is evidently and eminently desirable, whatever 
may be said of the wisdom or the inexpediency of the auction system. 

The new edifice designed for these great book fairs being unfinished, and 
Mr. W. H. Appleton, the president of the association, being absent in Europe, 
nothing more than the mere business of the sale was attempted this season. 
An entertainment so elaborate and expensive as that at the Crystal palace in 
1854, is not likely to come to pass very often, but a more simple and informal 
assembly, for the interchange of ideas and the promotion of intelligent inter- 
course and good will, will perhaps become a part of the regular proceedings 
on these occasions. 

Incidents and suggestions of considerable interest might have varied the 
monotony of the auctioneer’s hammer last week, but the enormous amount of 
hard work to be done (filling ten days and nights, from 8 A m. to ll P.M, 
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minus only brief intervals for lunch) wastoo practical and imperative to | 
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yield to mere talk, Mr. Orton’s few words were followed by a few more from 
Mr. G. P. Putnam, who seemed to interest the audience considerably by some 
facts and incidents connected with the publication of the works of Washing- 
ton Irving. These facts were curiously illustrative of the mutations and un- 
certainties of the publishing world, and of the fallibility of the shrewdest judg- 
ments in regard to the value and permanence of literary property. An ac- 
tual and healthy demand for no less than 700,000 volumes of these works, in 
eleven years, is one of those substantial results which is as gratifying to 
lovers of sound literature as it is remarkable, and perhaps unexpected. 

Mr. Putnam mentioned, also, some interesting circumstances connected 
with Bavard Taylor and his books of Travel, which continue so remarkably 
to hold their place in popular favor. Mr. Putnam’s thirty years in the pub- 
lishing world, here and in London, would doubtless afford a fund of curious 
and entertaining information, which should in some way be recorded and 
preserved. . . as 

Referring to the substantial and notable progress in the artistic features 
of book-making in this country during the last few years, Mr. Putnam re- 
marked, that ten years years ago when he commenced the publication of the 
revised edition of Irving, he was complimented generously on having made a 
step in advance in the style of their manufacture ; but recent issues of his 
brother publishers, especially in Boston, are now far ahead of the standard of 
1849. 

The woodeuts also, which were engraved for some of those works, were 
thought to be considerably superior to previous attempts in this country in 
that department. He said that, in many other publications sinee, he had 
done what he could to promote popular interest in genuine art, as far as prae- 
tieable with the means at command, but never yet had he succeeded in pro- 
ducing a book up to his own standard of what it should be. At present, as 
mere looker-on in this department of publishing, he could not help expressing 
great admiration of two or three volumes produced this year by some of his 
neighbors, which far exceeded all he had achieved.—Zhe World. 


Litttr, Brown & Co.—The new book establishment of Little, Brown & 
Co., at No. 112 Washington Street, was formally opened to the public yes- 
terday afternoon. We have previously described the building which has 
been erected for this firm. It forms, as every passer can see, one of the prin- 
cipal ornaments of the street upon which it is situated. Two stories are oc- 
eupied by Messrs. Little, Brown & Co.—the first and the basement story. 
The former is employed for their retail trade, and the room beneath for the 
wholesale business. As the structure fronts on two streets, the packages and 
boxes can be delivered from the wholesale apartment on Devonshire Street, 
without interfering with any other branch of the traffic. The large hall, ex- 
tending from Washington to Devonshire streets, devoted to retailing, is neatly 
finished, with a view to convenience and utility. The counters are made of 
black walnut, tastefully ornamented, and contain, at the bottom, small clos- 
ets, with shelves for placing richly bound volumes, to prevent injury by dust 
or constant handling. The tops of the counters are so constructed that two 
books can be examined upon them at once. Indeed, the whole arrangement 
of this apartment is admirably adapted for the purposes for which it is de- 
signed. In their new store, this enterprising firm (long ago established as 
one of the leading bookselling and book-publishing houses in the United 
States) cannot fail to continue in the career of prosperity they have long en- 
joyed, seattering broadcast over the land publications the efiect of which is 
to elevate and instruct the public mind.—7Zranscript, Sept. 7. 


Tue Rewarps or Lirerarure.—The appropriation of this small fund, be- 
tween June 20, 1859, and June 20, 1860, has just been published. It isa 
saddening document, and yet we believe must have cost the first minister of 
the Crown more trouble and difficulty to arrange with any degree of satis- 
faction than any measure of a thousand times greater national importance 
which comes under his considerations The candidates are exceedingly nu- 
merous; the interest made for them is politically puzzling; and the wants— 
even in some quarters the desolation—praying for this paltry relief, are of a 
kind that would fill the coldest heart with the warmest feelings of compas- 
sion. But, thinking well of this list on the whole, as creditable to the min- 
ister, we must observe that it cannot be right, and is, indeed, disgraceful, to 
divert any portion of this trifling annual sum from the purpose it pretends to 
fulfil. Yet, on perusing it, we notice that the first 50/. are granted to the 
three ladies, in consideration of their late father’s services in the War Office. 
Then follow the daughter of a portrait painter, whose husband was a consul, 
and performed good services at Naples, 100/.; Mrs. Beeerofi, in consideration 
of her late husband’s services for the suppression of the slave-trade, 502. ; 
Lady Rigaud, the widow of the Bishop ef Antigua 150/.; two ladies, 
daughters of a person who made great improvements in the manufacture of 
iron, 100/.; a lady, for her benevolent labors among the seafaring popula- 
tion of London, 50/.; a daughter of Sir 8. Betham, for services in naval sci- 
ence, 100/. And here is one half of the fund disposed of, no doubt in a meri- 
torious direction, but with the smallest possible regard to literature. The 
remaining portion may be well earned and justly apportioned ; but we con- 
fess to perfect ignorance of the literary claims of the recipients, whose very 
names here meet our eyes for the first time. The six sisters of Dr. Lardner, 
Mr. Atherstone (who many years ago published an epic poem), Miss Pardoe, 
and the relatives of the late Mr. Boweroft (to whem a royal debt was other- 
wise due), are the only eases distinetly connected with literature, and they 
have been rewarded with 375/.; while a few years ago two several pen- 
sions of 5001. each were given out of the same sacred fund, to one person— 
the widow of the late Lord Chancellor Truro. Glorious country! Wonder- 
ful acknowledgment of literature.—London Revicw.

The Crowninshield Collection of Books and MSS., the major part of which 
was consigned from Boston, U. 8., for sale in this country, has been dispers- 
ed by auction by Messrs. Puttick & Simpson. The sale attracted a numerous 
attendance of amateurs as well as of the book trade, many of the latter hold- 
ing commissions from the principal European and American Libraries, Of 
the books which were of peculiar interest to Transatlantic collectors, few fell 
to their share, their commissions being outbidden by the English amateurs. 
So large a number of sumptuous bindings by modern English bookbinders 
has not for years appeared in an auction, and the choicer specimens, especial- 
ly those by Bedford, Rivitre, and Pratt, were eagerly competed for. Amongst 
the more remarkable lots in the sale were—Audubon’s Quadrupeds of North 
America, 8 vols., 70/.,—Bacon’s Advancement of Learning, King Charles the 
First’s copy, with some autograph notes by him 34/.,—Dibdin’s Bibliotheca 
Spenceriana, with additional illustrations, bound in 8 vols, 57/.—Other works 
of Dr. Dibdin produced high prices, The Decameron 21/. 10s, Tour in 
France and Germany, 142. 15s.,—Northern Tour, large paper, 141. 5s.,—

Suetpon & Co. publish “The Life of George Washington,” by Edward 
Everett, who says: “The enterprising proprietors of the ‘ Encyclopedia 
Britannica’ requested the late Lord Macaulay to prepare the article on 
‘Washington,’ for the ‘new Edition of that Work now in course of publica- 
tion. His other engagements prevented his complying with their request, 
and thinking also that it would, on some accounts, be desirable that the me- 
moir of Washington should be written by a countryman, he advised the 
Messrs. Black to apply tome. This they did in the month of March, 1859, 
expressing the wish that the article should be furnished to them in Edin- 
burgh, in the month of October last. Though much oceupied with previous 
engagements, and otherwise not favorably situated for cheerful mental effort, 
I thought it my duty to comply with the request of the Messrs. Black, re- 
gretting, however, that the time allowed me—besides constant interruptions 
—was too short to admit of careful research among the original materials for 
a life of Washington, In fact, I feel that some apology is due to the public, 
for attempting to compress into the narrow compass of a volume like this a 
career like that of Washington, which has been so fully treated in the great 
national works of Marshall, Sparks, and Irving. It will, however, I think, 
be generally felt to have been desirable, that a comprehensive memoir of our 
illustrious countryman should be prepared by an American writer, for a work 
like the ‘Eneyclopedia Britannica,’ and a republication in this country fol- 
lows as a matter of course. The purpose for whichthe memoir was written 
will, I trust, sufficiently account for the necessary condensation of the narra- 
tive ; for the omission of many facts of importance, and for the superficial 
statement of others; asalso for the occasional mention of what is familiar to 
every American, but which may need explanation to the European reader. 
The historical materials of the following pages have been mainly derived 
from the standard works already alluded to, in which is contained every- 
thing of importance authentically known of the life and career of Washing- 
ton. Diligent search among official papers and private letters will no doubt 
throw further light on matters of detail, especially as far as his domestic life 
is concerned ; but it is hardly to be expected that any thing will be added to 
our knowledge of important events. To Mr. Sparks [am under special obli- 
gations. No one can have occasion to write or to speak on the life of Wash- 
ington, however compendiously, without finding constant occasion to re peat 
the acknowledgment of Mr. Irving, who justly places him ‘ among the greatest 
benefactors of our national literature.’” There is an Appendix containing a

C., publishes the “ Ladies’ Southern Florist,” 
by Mary C. Rion, who says: “'The Author of this volume, desiring a book on 
Flower Gardening which might be adapted to the South, and, at the same 
time written in such a manner as to be intelligible to one not a professional 
Florist, was unable to find any work answering either of these requisites. 
After procuring such works on Flowers as were accessible, I commenced 
making memorandums of such information as I found in these, by observa- 
tion, to be suited to our climate—making such modifications, corrections, and 
additions as my experience suggested. These memorandums I enlarged by 
inquiries made of practical flower-garden workmen, and by hints derived 
solely from my own practice. The works on Flowers to which I have refer- 
red, are those of Buist, Breck, and Watson. I also consulted the Patent Of- 
fice Reports, and other valuable Congressional publications. By these means, 
my memorandums, intended solely for my own use, assumed quite formidable 
dimensions, <A friend, happening to look over them, suggested that I should 
have them published in book form, if for no other reason than for my own 
convenience. In following this suggestion, which I have done after some hesi- 
tation, I am alone actuated by a desire to place in the hands of the Ladies of 
the South such a work as I in vain sought, when I commenced the culture of 
my Flower Garden.
